During the summer | traveled to Hokkaido by train and ship. The UNR is fol- 
Yowing the course of the American railways of the 1950's and 1960's: the manage- 
ment's answer to a big deficit is increased fares--and exorbitant fares! Now 
second class on Shinkansen (bullet trains) is the same as flying; "green" or 
first class is way over air fares. As a result, trains are running with fewer 
passengers--green cars often completely empty. This, of course, is on long 
distance routes. Local trains continue to be packed. Ironically, the fara on 
the deluxe Tobu Railway from Tokyo to the tourist center of Nikko is 1600 yen. 
Second class on the uncomfortable JNR trains is 2000 yen and 4000 yen in a “green* 
car--less comfortable than the one-class Tobu line. There are more and more dis- 
continuances of branch lines and streetcars, but still this is the world's great- 
est country when it comes to the number of trains running. With the present ex- 
change rate of 175 yen to the dollar, however, Japan is off Timits to most rail- 
fans. (This letter, at the minimum rate, is 120 yen or almost one dollar.)

Rio Grande has succumbed to the "conventional wisdom" of the railroad industry 
regarding passenger trains. 

During the past several years, while Rio Grande has run a passenger train at 
its own expense, it has become one of the most profitable and financially strong 
railroads in the U.S. This success may be partially attributable to the pride of 
employees in their company's outstanding train and the operating discipline imposed 
by the need to run it on schedule. The ZEPHYR has in no way impaired Rio Grande's 
economic position, and it seems odd that to save a mere $800,000 ($400,000 after 
taxes?), it wishes to antagonize the public by cutting back the train that ought 
to be its showpiece. If the cost is deemed too high, it could be reduced to a 
minimal level thru promotion and improved connections,

RIO GRANDE ZEPHYR CUTBACK DELAYED 


RTN has learned that the proposed discontinuance of the Ogden-Grand Junctica 
portion of D&RGW's RIO GRANDE ZEPHYR route has been delayed from the original 
Jan 31, 1979 date to May 31. The Interstate Commerce Commission ordered the 120- 
day delay while it studies the railroad's petition, It is believed that public 
hearings will be held in the case, but none has been set as we go to press. It 
fs believed that most likely they would be held in February or March, 


NEW YORK TIMES SUPPORTS AMTRAK CUTBACKS 


In a move that shocked rail supporters, the New York Times, which has been 
consistently supportive of passenger train subsidies since Amtrak's beginning, 
editorialized on Dec 17 in favor of cutting Amtrak's budget. The editorial be- 
gan: "Every year the economic rationale for subsidizing long-distance intercity 
passenger trains grows weaker. Yet every year more tax dollars are voted for Am- 
trak--lest rail service be discontinued in one Congressional district or another. 
Now, however, things may be different. The President is determined to hold down 
spending without crippling essential Federal programs. And Congress is running 
out of patience with the sprawling 27,000-wile passenger rail system." The edit- 
orial concluded: "As the President swings his budget ax, the price of giving tour- 
ists a chance to see the Rockies from a parlor car must be measured in public ser- 
vice jobs lost, bridges unrepaired, day-care centers unfunded. By such measures, 
train service is just too expensive."

THE SURFACE TRANSPORTATION ADMINISTRATION: 
A DISSENTING VIEW by Jefferson Chase 


it is axiomatic that capable and dedicated leadership can bet results in a 
badly structured organization, but even the most rational structure will not pro- 
duce results under incompetent or uncaring leadership. It is also axiomatic that 
when you don't have the first foggy notion of how to solve the problem, you play 
with the organization chart so your superiors and the public will think that you 
are really doing something about it. Both of these axioms apply to the proposal 
for creating a Surface Transportation Administration, 

Combining the Federal Highway Administration with the Urban Mass Transit Admin- 
istration because both modes of transportation operate on the surface of the earth 
makes as much sense as merging the International Harvester Company with the Sun- 
beam Electric Razor Company because they both make machines used by males to cut 
growing stalks--and that analogy is amazingly close to transportation reality. 
Harvesters and highways are both necessary to the economy but both are used only 
indirectly by our largely urban population most of the time. The average man uses 
highways directly about as often as he uses his |-H lawnmower--once every week or 
two when he feels like it for purposes only marginally useful to society as a 
whole. But he uses urban sass transit like he uses his Sunbeam razor--every day 
because he has to go to work. (Even most people who drive to work do not do so 
on the Interstate Highway System; they use local streets and roads, a form of 
urban and suburban transportation.) 

Highways are also, like harvesters, primarily a rural tool with a few rather 
limited uses--truck, bus, auto, and recreational vehicle--in only one mode, But 
urban transportation is just that--urban--the opposite of rural, and is composed 
of at least 15 separate transportation functions in five different modes--rail, 
rubber, foot, water (ferries), and even air (helicopters)--and all these uses and 
modes are physically intertwined and closely related, and sometimes interchangeable. 

Reorganizing the Qepartment of Transportation by mode is clearly not relevant 
to the daily transportation life of either individuals or commerce. !t is a 
simple-minded playing with the organization chart that seems logical only to those 
with a hasty superficial interest in the subject. Function would be a far nore 
useful criterion for organizing the inter-city transportation responsibilities of 
the Departwent, since the method of operation of the very same mode of transporta- 
tion differs drastically according to whether it is being used for passengers or 
freight. But urban transportation of all types should be planned and supervised 
by the sawe urban, not rural, cadre because in an urban setting the different uses 
of transportation are so closely related and physically intertwined that when not 
properly coordinated they literally yet in each other's way. There is no room for 
childish chauvinism in favor of ene particular mode. 

1f something must be reorganized, changing UNTA to UTA (expanding the respons- 
ibilities of UNTA to cover all modes of transportation ia urban areas) is the only 
thing worth the effort at this time--and this one simple change would in fact ac- 
complish the alleged goals of the proposed Surface Transportation Administration, 
since the only place mass transit and highways co-exist is in urban areas anyway. 
A salutary related effort would be to require a reduction in the overloaded Fed- 
eral Highway Administation bureaucracy until it reaches the sane roportion of 
personnel to funding as UMTA, which would mean cutting its staff ty two-thirds. 
UMTA manages a $3-billion budget using a staff of only 600, with 150 in field of- 
fices, while FHA handles a budget of 48 billion using 4900 employees, with 3200 
in field offices.

This unjustifiable disparity may in fact be the real reason behind the proposed 
merger--to save the dead wood in the FHA from President Carter's budget ax simply 
by claiming that they are now working on mass transit. (And with all the civic 
and environmental challenges to new highways in the past ten years, these man have 
in fact been doing cbse to nothina.) It is also a way of preserving the primacy 
of highway planning in a department under increasing pressure to emphasize mass 
transit, for when 4900 people merge with 600 people it doesn't take a genius to 
figure out which group will dominate the management and planning of the new agency. 

But the real problem in transportation, at every level, is that the people who 
administer the relevant government agencies are not themselves actual daily users 
of the facilities under their purview, and by and large they do not even consult in 
any meaningful way with those who are actual users before concocting their ijl- 
thought-out schemes. The for a Surface Transportation Administration is

a case in point. For white the DOT appears to be soliciting outside comments on 
this proposal, they are already in the process of merging the two agencies on the 
local level. They are collecting outside criticism only to prepare themselves to 
answer those arguments at Congressional hearings. Their real intentions may be 
read in the fact that they are allowing only two scant months for submission of 
comment on a proposal of such far-reaching impact-«with that short period including 
Thanksgiving and Christhas. They obviously intend to try to rush it thru before 
most people are even aware of it. 

All of which brings us back to the original point--that the type of people run- 
ning the system is more important than the type of system. Unti] the regular daily 
users have some kind of control over, or at Teast some meaningful input into, the 
making of transportation policy, no benefit will result from any reorganization 
plan, least of all this one.

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RTN's Third Annual Train-of-the-Year Award, for 1978, goes to the SOUTHERN 
CRESCENT 

The purpose of the annual award is to draw attention to the one train that in 
the opinion of RIN has contributed most to advancing the cause of rail travel in 
the past year. This year's award, to the last passenger train run by Southern 
Railway, is the first given to a non-Amtrak train. 

The continuation of fine traditional on-board service by the Southern has been 
highly inspirational to rail travelers to remind them of the high quality service 
that is possible on long distance passenger trains and that once was taken for 
granted on many of the nation's long-haul rail runs. 

The era of the SOUTHERN CRESCENT began on Jan 4, 1891 with the inaugural of 
the WASHINGTON AND SOUTHWESTERN VESTIBULED LIMITED of the Richmond and Danville 
Railroad. in 1894, with the formation of the Southern Railway, the train became 
known as the WASHINGTON ANO SOUTHWESTERN LIMITED, and in 1906 as the NEW YORK 
AND NEW ORLEANS LIMITED. The CRESCENT LIMITED name was introduced in 1925--the 
train being naned after New Orleans, the Crescent City--with the first run with 
few equipment on Apr 26. The train name was shortened to CRESCENT on Apr 30, 
1938, and in late 1969 or early 1970 it became the SOUTHERN CRESCENT. 

With the coming of Amtrak in 1971, Southern Railway, along with Rio Grande and 
Rock Island, elected not to join Amtrak and were required to operate their own 
passenger trains. The Southern worked closely with Amtrak, and operated thru 
Amtrak cars from the SUNSET LIMITED. Finally the railway decided that it could 
not go it alone and after many months of negotiation, on Dec 13, 1978 the announce 
ment came that Amtrak would take over the SOUTHERN CRESCENT effective Feb 1, 1979. 
By chance the announcement came just ten days after a disastrous derailment of the

CRESCENT STILL STANDS FOR HOSPITALITY

for us. Even so close to the end. 

Just after 7:00 comes the first line to "I hear that train a'comin'", followed 
by "Ladies and gentlemen, Southern Railway's train number two, the SOUTHERN CRES~ 
CENT, for ... Washington, and points north..." and a discouragingly few passen- 
gers, probably three dozen, went thru the gate and down the stairs to train #2. 
And it left right on time. Period. 

Needless to say, the CRESCENT was spotless. Everywhere! Yes, all of the win- 
dows were "squeaky clean"--no opaque Lexan here. Three engines and 12 cars re- 
questing your presence on board, Our sleeper, one of three "River" series on the 
train, was the "Pacolet River", #2008. Our bedroom suite was E and F, and it was 
so clean it looked almost new, with no frayed edges anywhere. 

Soon we walked thru three immaculate but lightly patronized coaches to the 
CRESCENT's dining room. Not an ash here or gum wrapper there in those coaches. 
Ah, the diner! The steward and three young waiters of grace and civility greeted 
us to a room moderately busy with the "dinner crowd" with an aplomb customary of 
quality dining rooms on rails recalled from years past, My roast prime rib au jus, 
tender, juicy, and cooked exactly to order, was one of the finest | have tasted in 
some while, and | so complimented the chef after dinner. 

After such a fine dinner we adjourned to the coach-]ounge for a few hands of 
cribbage and a drink or two, and then returned to our suite to retire in deep 
slumber as the green-while-silver ensemble sped north thru the Caroline night. 
Somewhere north of Charlotte we lost an hour, but it had not affected our sleep, 
as we arose before dawn to prepare for one of those Southern breakfasts. 

We were seated by 6:15, and shortly thereafter we slowed to 10mph as we passed 
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the accident scene, where maintenance of way vehicles were still working, and 
where one of the fatally injured had been Lewis Price, Chef Extraordinaire, who 
won acclaim in a Southern Railway ad for advising "I cook just about everything 
yn the train--even your breakfast muffins..." Shortly afterward we had some of 
those bran muffins and those ham-packed omelets. Even after tir. Price's passing 
and the imminent demise of Southern service, the good things in life on a train 
are still there on the CRESCENT. 

We arrived an hour late and transferred to the Manhattan Transfer Metro.

the famous name from use. Southern should remain as diligent. 

The SOUTHERN CRESCENT is one of those trains that we will really miss. The 
Southern passenger folks went all out for us and to them we are orateful for one 
last and beautiful remembrance of how it used to be and still was in one corner 
of the land as the seventh decade of the century neared its end.

he National Railroad Passenger 
Corporation, brought into being 
by Congress in 1970, was per- 
ceived by many different groups 
in many different ways... 
During the ensuing eight years, much 
has been tried, much has been learned. 


Today, thanks to the Amtrak experience 
of the last several years, we as a Board 


can say with some confidence what the 
mission and purpose of Amtrak should 
be. With the value of hindsight, we 
conclude that a statement of mission 
would have been difficult, perhaps im- 
possible, to articulate without first 
going thru the experience of recent 
years. It is clear to the Board of Am- 
trak that the time has arrived when 
articulation of such a statement is not 


only desirable, but mandatory if Amtrak 


is to achieve its potential. 

The statement that follows breaks 
into three broad parts. The first part 
deals with the major policy areas fac- 
ing Amtrak and expresses the Board's 
view on what the solution should be to 
insure that Amtrak will be successful 
in serving the national interest. The 
second section outlines some persist- 
ent and major obstacles to the success 
of the Amtrak venture. These obsta- 
cles, altho well known to Amtrak's 
Board and Management, have in the 
past been either misunderstood or ig- 
nored by the Congress, Executive 
Branch and the public at large. The 
final section indicates the Board's 
view as to why Amtrak merits contin- 
ued public support. 


A. THE MAJOR POLICY ISSUES 
This first part examines several 
major policy issues. The Board con- 
siders these issues to be of the high- 

est priority but it does not consider 
this list to be exhaustive. 

*ROUTES 

In Section 4(a) of the Amtrak Im- 
provement Act of 1978, Congress has 
established the following five criteria 
to be used in developing route recom- 
mendations: 


1. Unique characteristics of rail. 

2. Energy conservation. 

3. Relationship of benefits to cost. 
4. Adequacy of alternative modes. 
5. Market and population. 

The Board has a responsibility to 
advise the Congress as to what it be- 
lieves to be the optimum basic network. 

Following the Congressional estab- 
lishment of the basic network, the 
Board believes that Amtrak should be 
vested with authority to make additions 
to or deletions from the network and 
that it should employ as its criteria for 
such changes the "route criteria" de- 
veloped by the Board in 1975 and ap- 
proved by Congress. To the extent that 
existing Amtrak resources would per- 
mit adding service without need for spe- 
cific further public funding, Amtrak 
should be empowered to do so. On the 
other hand, if additional public funding 
is necessary to commence such service, 
Amtrak should make explicit request 
to Congress for further appropriation 
by route, indicating the reasons for the 
request and detailing the criteria em- 
ployed in reaching such conclusion. 

All of the above should be done pur- 
suant to the ''contractual'’ approach 
outlined in the following section. 

*FINANCING 

There are only two sources of funds: 

The Board 
believes the most effective method of 
handling public financing is thru the 
establishment of a contractual relati- 
onship with Congress. Under sucha 
system, the Board would operate the 
mandated basic system for an agreed- 
upon grant of funds. The level of fund- 
ing would be determined taking into 
account expected costs of providing a 
quality product thru an efficiently man- 
aged organization. This new form of 
contractual relationship would provide 
clear efficiency incentives to Amtrak 
and clear indications of management's 
performance to the Congress.

* PRODUCTIVITY 

The Board recognizes the public per- 
ception that rail labor may be less than 
fully productive. However, the issue 
is considerably more complicated than 
such a simple statement would suggest. 
In addition to the labor issue, part of 
the problem has to do with not-yet- 
entirely-corrected inefficiencies in 
management. 

Some additional problems affecting 
productivity and cost control are: 

(1) Amtrak does not negotiate the 
terms and conditions of employment 
for the operating craft employees. The 
aim of Amtrak should be to develop a 
set of uniform terms and conditions for 
those persons who operate trains, but 
subject to the operating requirements 
of the contracting railroads. 

(2) Amtrak costs are inflated by pro- 
tective guarantees to employees no 
longer working, as required by cont- 
ract or law. 

{3) Productivity may be adversely 
affected by limited track access. 

(4) Productivity may be adversely 
affected by antiquated and restrictive 
work rules. These rules must be iden- 


tified and eliminated. 


(5) Amtrak needs to develop a com- 
pensation system that is fair but one 
that permits efficient performance. 

(6) Amtrak needs more control over 
operations and should be a full party to 
all negotiations affecting Amtrak oper- 
ations. 

*COMMUTATION SERVICE 

The basic mission of Amtrak is to 
operate intercity rail passenger ser- 
vice. The provision of commuter ser- 
vice will degrade Amtrak's basic ser- 
vice. Should a public policy decision 
be made to impose commuter opera- 
tions on Amtrak, compensation for the 
full costs must be provided. 

*U.S. DEPT. OF TRANSPORTATICN 
The Department is in a difficult, if 
not impossible, position as both a mem- 
ber of the Amtrak Board and as an as- 

signed agency of government exercis- 
ing public oversight over budgetary 

and policy decisions. There is strong 
sentiment on the Board that the Depart- 
ment of Transportation should not oc- 
cupy a voting seat on the Amtrak Board. 
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Others believe that despite what may 


be a conflict of interest, the Secretary 
of Transportation should retain a seat

| by law. 


*“CONGRESS 

Historical approaches with regard 
to funding, route structure, levels of 
service, and the like, have contributed 
to a most difficult situation for the 
Congress. Very properly, members 
of Congress are concerned with both 
geographic and overall societal con- 
cerns. To improve this situation, the 
Board has made several recommenda- 
tions under both routes and financing 
(above). If these recommendations are 
followed, Amtrak will essentially func- 
tion as an operating entity with Congress 
establishing basic structure and finan- 
cing. 

*TRACK 

Poor Amtrak service is often direct- 
ly attributable to poor track, usually 
caused by under-maintenance and re- 
lated slow orders. This problem falls 
into two broad classifications: (1) track 
that Amtrak owns; and (2) track belong- 
ing to certain contracting railroads. 

(1) The Northeast Corridor Improve- 
ment Project will provide good track, 
but the program now underway will not 
be completed for several years. Thus, 
public policy decisions relative to an 
important part of Amtrak operations 
have already been made, but expecta- 
tions, particularly with regard to the 
timing of their impact, should be kept 
realistic. Moreover, additional fund- 
ing may be required to complete the 
project. 

(2) With regard to track under control 
of contracting railroads, the issue is 
more difficult. Upgrading of such track 
requires substantial amounts of money 
not available to some railroads at this 
time. Such upgrading is a necessity if 
Amtrak is to provide effective service. 

*EQUIPMENT 

Amtrak, from its inception, has had 
equipment problems. Much of the pas- 
senger equipment it acquired was old 
and sometimes badly maintained. Wide- 
spread shifts in equipment throughout 
the Amtrak system exacerbated the 
problem because many of the existing 


‘maintenance personnel were unfamiliar 


with the equipment that they were ass- 
igned to work on. 

As Amtrak increasingly modernizes 
and standardizes its fleet, some of the 
present major maintenance problems 
will be reduced. Amtrak continues, 
however, to suffer from uneven quality 
of its maintenance facilities, and in 
some cases poorly trained and inade- 
quately supervised personnel. 

A further major problem is the lack 
of a strong United States railroad pas- 
senger equipment supply industry. 

This places constraints upon Amtrak's 
ability to acquire new equipment and, 
more importantly, to develop new tech- 
nology. Amtrak's equipment situation 
would be appreciably improved if, as a 
matter of policy, the government gave 
better support to the development of 
new technology in the American indus- 
try or if, as a matter of policy, Am- 
trak was not constrained to buy only 
from an American supplier. 

Obviously, Amtrak will need substan- 
tial capital to overcome equipment 
problems. The organization must dev- 
elop a well-documented case to support 
requests for capital funding. Planning 
will preclude the necessity for frequent 
small capital requests and will enable 
both Amtrak management and the vari- 
ous branches of government to better 
appreciate the Amtrak capital plans in 
their proper, long-term context. 


B. OBSTACLES 

An enterprise for profit would typi- 
cally be concerned with producing and 
selling a product. To do this, it rust 
develop an organization with capability 
to design and efficiently produce the 
product to be vended. The product 
must attract sufficient customers to 
secure an adequate return to cover 
costs and a profit. By virtue of the 
public service nature of Amtrak, it 
cannot be held to this standard. Be- 
cause of this, it is impossible to mea- 
sure the efficiency of management by 
normal yardsticks. 

Even without the market test, it is 
clear the purchasers of Amtrak serv- 
ices have not been satisfied. More 
correctly, the users, actual and poten- 
tial, have been rightfully disappointed 
with the product supplied. By the same 
token, the vendors of services to Am- 


| trak have not developed the respect for 
| the organization which would induce 


them to put forth their best efforts. 

Altho the product deserves criticism, 
it should be understood that no manage- 
ment could avoid under existing cir- 
cumstances substantial product failure. 
In the main, Amtrak inherited old 
equipment of diverse origin; it relies 
on a roadbed which has a large part of 
the system in bad repair; it inherited 
a work force trained in widely dispar- 
ate operating procedures; it has under- 
gone dramatic change in operating au- 
thority; it does not control substantial 
parts of its operations, and on and on, 

All interested parties--consumers, 
employees, management, DOT, Cong- 
ress, and equipment suppliers--have 
been disappointed. Amtrak has not 
lived up to expectations and has not 
captured as large a portion of the mar- 
ket as could have been expected. 

Amtrak internally is facing manage- 
ment problems. Highly qualified per- 
sonnel are often beyond reach because 
of compensation limits. Morale is 
undermined because of Amtrak's un- 
certain future and manifold operating 
difficulties, many of which are beyond 
Amtrak's control. 

A major operating difficulty has been 
Amtrak's inheritance of old, obsolete, 
and badly maintained passenger equip- 
ment. In trying to keep its cars in 
operation, including diners and sleep- 
ing cars in short supply, Amtrak at 
first relied upon contracting railroads 
for maintenance, but it gradually as- 
sumed this function itself, acquiring 
old railroad facilities manned by rail- 
road personnel. This takeover pro- 
gram had more than its share of start- 
up problems and only slowly is a coor- 
dinated maintenance program begin- 
ning to emerge. The maintenance of 
air-conditioning equipment has been a 
special problem, and progress has 
been exasperatingly slow. The intro- 
duction of new equipment, headend 
power, and modern air-conditioning 
equipment for installation in the older 
cars will help. 

A clear and understandable fare 
policy for Amtrak does not exist. 

This is of special importance because 
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Amtrak is free of all economic regula- 
tion in fixing its prices. The market- 
ing function must be developed to the 
point where the separate and distinct 
conditions in the several Amtrak oper- 
ating regions can be dealt with realis- 
tically in providing and pricing its ser- 
vices. 

Amtrak must improve its credibility 
in dealing with Congress and public 
authorities and respond positively to 
criticism in the press and from the 
public. This task is complicated by 
the fact that, in many circumstances, 
poor service on Amtrak trains is dir- 
ectly traceable to the contracting rail- 
roads. It is essential that these rail- 
roads acquire and maintain a sense of 
Amtrak's mission in developing rail 
passenger transportation service for 
the country. 

As noted above, Amtrak will face a 
number of critical problems in the 
near term, and the ultimate resolution 
of these problems will plainly determ- 
ine the future of the organization. If 
the present situation persists without 
substantial improvement, there is no 
reason to believe that Amtrak will sur- 
vive for much longer in its present 
form. 

Some have contended that the prob- 
lems currently facing the organization 
are so grave as to actually threaten 
the survival of intercity rail passenger 
transportation in the United States. 


However. given the fact that rail trans- 
portation will, for a long while to come, 


remain as a strong alternative mode 
of transportation (due to potential fuel 
economics, speed, convenience, and 
comfort), it is unlikely that intercity 
rail passenger transportation will fail 
to survive. Rather, it is more likely 
that Amtrak will be "nationalized" if 
it is unable to improve on existing 
operations. 

However, the nationalization of Am- 
trak surely is no panacea for the prob- 
lems inherent in the organization. For 
one thing, there is no reason to be- 
lieve that Amtrak will run better under 


the weight of yet another federal bur- 
eaucracy. For another thing, the 


plain truth is that no intercity rail pas- 
senger system will ever fully capture 
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| the potential market in this country 
until we cure problems associated with 
poor track, obsolete equipment, inad- 
equate funding, and the like. As noted 
above, an intercity rail system is a 
public service and not a for-profit 
operation. Once this fact is recognized, 
and once some serious political judg- 
ments are made with respect to the 
nature of the service to be provided to 
the American public, then funding lev- 
els can be realistically established. 

If and when funding is fixed to achieve 
a realistic service goal, then and only 
then will Amtrak be able to chart a 
meaningful course for the future. 


C. CONCLUSION 

Precise measurements of the value 
of any public service are difficult to 
achieve: this is true with Amtrak. 
There are real and substantial public 
benefits that accrue from the operation 
of Amtrak. 

Increasing congestion in the air and 
highway modes is a fact. Amtrak does 
serve to alleviate this problem, par- 
ticularly in, but not limited to the 
Northeast Corridor. This alone em- 
phasizes the importance of providing 
the traveling public with a choice of 
modes. 

Allied to the provision of relieving 
congestion is the major benefit that 
railroad right-of-way, with its enor- 
mous capacity, saves from the alter- 
nate consumption of land to serve 
other modes. An additional value is 
the undisputed potential available for 
energy efficiency associated with in- 
creased utilization of rail passenger 
transportation. 

Also, in the mind of this Board, 
there is no doubt that in time of national 
emergency the services and facilities 
of a nationwide rail passenger service 
would be called upon to support the 
national security. 

Last, but not least, rail passenger 
service is acknowledged to be the saf- 
est way to travel; it will remain so. 


For this and other reasons, there is 

a clearly expressed national desire to 
maintain a national rail passenger ser- 
vice. There is a sense of national 
pride which desires that service to be 
of superior quality.

BUDD COMPANY OFFICIALS are reported recently to have asked Amtrak if the cor- 
poration wants any more Amfleet cars within the near future. !f not, Budd plans 
to disassemble much of the specialized equipment used to build the 492-car An- 
fleet order, due to a shortage of space at its factory. As of December, there 
has been little interest reported at Amtrak for more of the fuselage-type cars..... 

"SUPERTRAIN® TELEVISION SPECIAL has been delayed until Feb 7. Previously the 
broadcast was scheduled for Jan 29,.... AMTRAK CHRISTMAS RIDERSHIP seems to 
have set a record, altho no official figures are in yet. An Amtrak spokesman said 
rail travel was "extremely heavy". Locally, we found the COAST STARLIGHT con- 
pletely sold out around Christmas. A Berkeley woman we know took her first Amtrak 
train trip in December, from here to New Mexico and back. The first thing that 
happened was that the STARLIGHT was 2 hours late from Seattle, and Amtrak put her 
on the SAN JOAQUIN and bused her from Bakersfield to Barstow to connect with the 
SOUTHWEST LIMITED. Despite this problem beginning, she was so sold on train tra- 
vel that she "didn't want to get off" when the train pulled into Oakland at the 
end of her adventure.

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AMTRAK*'S GG-1 LOCOMOTIVES geared for 100mph have been removed fron service 
following four instances of driver tires coming off the engines at high speed. 
This happened on train 82, the SILVER STAR, on Metroliner 106, and others, The 
fourth incident was with GG-1 #902 on Nov 26, and the next day a speed restrict- 
ion of 80mph top was placed on the GG-1's, Ten 100aph G&-1's have been with- 
drawn, including famous engine 4935, The result will be late schedules on 12 
Metroliners now being pulled by GG-1's and using Amfleet equipment while the 
Metroliners are rebuilt--trains 104, 105, 106, 107, 113, 114, 115, 116, 122, 123, 
124, and 125..... FIRST REBUILT METROLINER reportedly suffered an electrical 
fire and is in the Wilmington shop..... A SUPERLINER COACH, unpainted and un- 
lettered, was spotted in the Enola PA yard on Nov 27...0. THE SOUTHERN RAILWAY 
plans to scrap 5 cars involved in the Dec 3 derailment of the CRESCENT--cars 704, 
833, 818, 2353, and 3311. Engines 6906 and 6910 will also be scrapped..... 


THE ROCK (SLAND'S Chicago-Peoria ROCK ISLAND ROCKET runs wil] be taken over by 
Amtrake-the word is now official. Amtrak and the Illinois Dept. of Transportation 
on Dec 6 reached an agreeaent in principle to operate a Chicago-Peoria passenger 
service which will run on the 1CG from Chicago to Chenoa and then over the Toledo, 
Peoria & Wastern Railroad to Peoria. The startup date has not been announced yet. 
It is believed that the train would leave Chicago at 5 or 5:30pm and arrive in 
Chicago between 9:30 and 10am, with a trip time of about 34 hours, compared to the 
present Rock Island time of bd hours, State subsidies to Rock Island for the ser- 
vice ended at the end of December. The new train will be a hal f-state-supported 
operation. The routing agreed upon eliminates the need for a $2 million rail con- 
nection at Chillicothe discussed earlier. About $250,000 in startup costs are 
estimated, for a portable Amtrak station in East Peoria and some upgrading to the 
TP&W track..... THE MARDI GRAS fun trains will see their fourth year of operas 
tion this year, to the Mardi Gras festival in New Orleans. The tour from Los An- 
geles will leave Feb 20, Amtrak said. There are also traditionally Chicago de- 
partures..... A SUPERLINER REPORT: Amtrak expects to accept its second and 
third bi-level coaches the first week of January. The cars are now expected to 
go into revenue service probably in May, said an Amtrak spokesman, RTN has been 
told that there is a growing uneasiness at Amtrak headquarters that Amtrak may 
never see the complete Superliner order. Pullman Standard seems to be losing a 
lot of money on the order, as the company did on the New York subway car order. 
Even some management personnel at Pullman Standard reportedly believe that P-S 
wants out of the railroad passenger car business, and might even seek to terminate 
the Superliner contract with only 68 cars now under construction, Others have 
suggested that the cars be completed only as coaches. Meanwhile, the Budd Con- 
pany has offered Amtrak plans for a long-distance train based on the Amfleet body 
shell... wee 

THE SOUTHERN CRESCENT takeover agreement between Amtrak and Southern Railway 
was announced Dec 13, as forecast in our last issue. Takeover date is Feb 1, and 
the railroad will pay Amtrak $6,674,812 in eight monthly installments as part of 
the agreement, Amtrak President Boyd said that initial changes to the operation 
and staffing would be minimal and that the train would continue to operate with 
Southern equipment and employees, Equipment requirements will be covered by a 
lease arrangenent with Southern for locomotives and a lease-purchase program for 
cars required by Amtrak to operate the service. The contract preserves Amtrak's 
statutory right of access for additional service on the railway. Specifically, it 
guarantees the FLORIDIAN access to the SR station in Atlanta if Amtrak re-routes 
jt. The re-routing decision will not be made until after the final DOT plan is 
published, For the rest of this fiscal year, Feb 1 thru Sep 30, cost to Amtrak of 
operating the train is estimated at $11 million, with $5 million of that covered 
by revenues and the remainder by SR's buy-in payments to Amtrak..... 

THE NATIGNAL LIMITED, train 31, was delayed several hours on Dec 23 10 niles 
from its Kansas City destination by a disabled Missouri Pacific freight train..... 
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BROADWAY LIMITEO TIMEKEEPING has improved, with the train now running regularly 


within 30mins of its schedule. At the same time, the LAKE SHORE LIMITED's time- 
keeping has suffered substantially, mostly because of engine failures and some 
steam failures..... THE SOUTHERN CRESCENT operated by Amtrak will not carry a 
Master Room Tounge car, it is reported..... THE EMPIRE BUILDER was traveling at 
85mph westbound only one mile from the Pasco WA depot on a November day, while 
making up time, and a rapid brake application flattened most wheels on the train. 
lf the train had not stopped in time, it probably would have derailed on a curve 
at the west end of the depot platform, The repair bill for the flattened wheels 
was reported as $64,000. The damaged train proceeded slowly to Yakima, where pas- 
sengers were transfered to buses..... A PACIFIC INTERNATIONAL engineer has been 
fired, accerding to reports, for failure to heed "speeding" warnings. The train 
had been found to be exceeding speed limits at Marysville WA, north of Everett..... 


UNITED AIRLINES JETLINER crashed in 
a residential area of Portland OR Dec 28, 
kitling 10 people. By a "siracle" 175 
others aboard survived. The West Coast 
was stil] reeling from the aftermath of 
the Sep 25 crash of an airliner {n San 
Diego that killed t44--the worst air dis- 
aster in U.S. history. Airline travel is 
up sharply due to the Carter adwinistra- 
tion's policies of deregulation of air 
fares. The plane to Portland had come 
from New York via Denvér, following the 
route of the PIONEER and SAN FRANCISCO 
ZEPHYR that the DOT seeks to eliminate... 


THE AMTRAK ARTWORK above was seen on a BLUE WATER LIMITED brochure..... 

PRESIDENT ALAN BOYD of Amtrak was seen riding on the PIONEER in early December. 
RTW continues to receive reports that Boyd is doing a very good job in the hote 
seat at Amtrak, Some sources at Amtrak headquarters say that Boyd and other top 
execs are considering using Amtrak's power, mandated by Congress, to force opera- 
tion of Amtrak trains over any track which Amtrak wishes to use, despite railroad 
objections, The SP's Tehachapi Pass route could become one of the first to see 
Aatrak exercise its power..... THE AMTRAK BOARD gets a report at its next meet- 
fing in Yate Jan on the feasibility of combining conventional and Superliner cars. 
Antrak denies our report of last issue, stating that it has no such program in 
operation yet..... Paes 

RAIL STRIKE THREAT looms after Jan 14 in the dispute between the clerks union 
and the NéW. If a presidential emergency board report is found unacceptable, a 
strike could be called. It's the same dispute that resulted in a strike late 
Jast September..... THE BLACK HAWK was terminated at Freeport IL on Dec 12 and 
pessengers bused on when an ICG freight derailment knocked out the Galena River 
Bridge..... AN EXCELLENT ARTICLE, favorable to Amtrak, written by Albert Karr, 
appeared in the Wall Street Journal Dec 21. Reporting from Minot ND, Mr. Karr 
notes that the biggest group to attend the recent ICC hearings on the proposed 
Astrak cutbacks--nearly 600--was in Minot..... NATIONAL GEOGRAPHIC MAGAZINE'S 
December issue carries a color photo of the CP Rail CANADIAN, spread across two 
pages, and an interior shot of another train, in an article on Ontario....« 


NORTHWESTERN PACIFIC RAILROAD is still severed as a result of a tunnel fire 
at Island Mountain CA, favorite rail photographers’ location when preeAmtrak 
passenger service operated. Owner SP made a study of possible abandonment of 
the NWP and concluded it would pay to rebuild the tunnel. Morrison-Knudsen 
began the work in November, expected to take at least 3 months. SP has freight 
cars and locomotives isolated north of the break, and shipping them by ocean 
from Eureka was found too costly. Fire was on Sep 6..0e. page 17 
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DOT'S FINAL REPORT on the Amtrak cutback plan, due Dec 31, has been delayed 
unti] the latter part of January. The OMB proposal to cut Amtrak's budget even 
beyond the POT's proposed level, reported last issue, was the subject of intense 
discussion between DOT Secretary Adams and CMB head McIntyre. It fs reported 
that Adams convinced the OM8 that the higher $550 million budget that the DOT 
wanted should be approved. Or more correctly, Adams failed to convince the OMB 
and went directly to President Carter, who intervened with OMB, What Amtrak is 
highly concerned about now is that OMB still insists that the operating budget 
must include labor protection payments to displaced workers when routes are dis- 
continued, and those payments could run into a lot of money. The Washington Post 
reports that Adans's stature is up with the Carter administration and that he is 
once wore acting like a "permanent fixture", after reports that he would be al- 
jowed to resign. Carter reportedly said that Adams had "done very well". This 
recent achievement was what allowed him to go directly to Carter to fight for the 
Antrak budget. The $550 million is stil] $60 million less than the present fiscal 
year, and $115 million less than what Amtrak asked for.....

SENATOR GARY HART of Colorado has urged the {CC to deny the D&RGW's petition 
to cut back the RIO GRANDE ZEPHYR. He also told the ICC and Amtrak that if the 
petition is approved, Amtrak should be directed to re-route the SAN FRANCISCO 
ZEPHYR over the D&RGW route. RIN has learned that the Mormon Church, a heavy 
stockholder in the D&RGH, urges Utah officials not to oppose the cutback..... 

THE KEYSTONE ASSOCIATION of RR Passengers (Harrisburg PA) has called for the 
federal government to fund a $350 million program to purchase 400 new passenger 
cars for Amtrak to to rebuild old cars. The consumer group issued the call "in 
response to a record nunber of passengers carried by Amtrak over Thanksgiving, 
including over 15,000 who stood on trains because seats weren't available"..... 

INTERSTATE COMMERCE COMMISSION fn Tate December adopted policy guidelines to 
encourage railroad mergers..... REMAINING F UNITS owned by Amtrak, assigned to 
Spattle, have been helping the COAST STARLIGHT on the Seattle-Portland leg cver 
BN tracks. Consists are pulled backwards both ways between Seattle and Portland 
as repairs to the damaged BN Willamette River Bridge have not been completed. 
The PIONEER also runs backwards between those two points..... SANTA FE'S TOPEKA 
shops, said Amtrak sources in late December, have started converting the ex-Santa 
Fe hi-level Amtrak cars to dual-service utility functions--that is, the cars will 
he able to operate with both steam or all-electric heating. The cars coming out 
of this shop are said to be painted in Superliner stripes..... SEVERAL CARS 
INVOLVED in the NORTH COAST HIAWATHA derailment of Dec 12 (see p.15) have been 
taken to Seattle for storage and inspection. They are: 1591, dome 9361 "Ocean 
View", dome 9467, 4518, 4862, and 2676 "Silver Ravine". The sleeper which over- 


turned saw no injurfes, as there were no passengers aboard it.....

Our esteem for the New York Times, our favorite newspaper, has taken a nose- 
dive with the publication of its editorial, "Train subsidies off the track" on 
Dec 17, We were greatly dismayed to see this editorial giant suddenly mouthing 
the clichas that so many Washington bureaucrats mouth--about only a few "corri- 
dors" being worthy of public assistance, about the "intercity buses that get along 
without subsidies", about the implication that airlines aren't subsidized. And 
the thoughtless and uninformed remarks about the "sprawling" passenger system (our 
nation is "sprawling", and does that make it bad?), and the nonexistent "parlor 
car" thru the Rockies. 

An uninformed public tends to believe garbage like this when it's in print, 
and one expects the New York Times to keep its public informed. Maybe that edit- 
orial writer needs to read RTN to get the real story behind the cliches. Up fn 
Canada, thoughtful and civilized analysts admit that all three transportation 
modes receive subsidies (see Quotes of the Week). Those who influence public 
policy in the U.S. should make themselves as informed before they speak out. 

The editorial writer would do well to read an article in his own newspaper's 
magazine section section of Nov 19, In it, Seymour Melman ("Beating "swords! 
into subways") convincingly makes the case that "instead of boosting the economy, 
excessive arms production has boosted inflation and unemployment", And while 
President Carter is cutting the budget everywhere, he's increasing military spend- 
ing beyond all reason. Just a little of that money would help the trains a lot.

The lead locomotive, which did not de- 
rail, stopped about a half mile ahead of the rest of the train. 1+ and the 
Jast 3 cars remained upright, and the remainder of the train overturned and 
suffered major damage. The consist of the derailed train was: engines 6909, 
6902, 6906, 6910 (all E8 units), baggage dorm 704, coach 833, sleeper-lounge
